London, Jan. 6—The Herald corres­ 
pondent at Londonderry telegraphs as 
follows: 
General Grant spent Sunday at the Shel­ 
burne Hotel, and quietly left Dublin at 8 
o’clock this morning, Lord Mayor Barring­ 
ton takiog leave of bim at the railway 
station. The morning was cold, and, as 
the train progressed northward, ice, snow, 
cold winds, and finally rain, were encoun­ 
tered. At Dundalk,Omagh,Strabane, and 
other stations, there were large crowds as­ 
sembled, and the people cheered the ex- 
President. putting 
their hands 
into 
the 
cars 
and 
shaking 
hands 
with 
him 
w h e n e v e r 
possible. 
At 2 o’clock the train reached Derry. A 
heavy rain had covered the ground with 
ice, rendering the view of the city and sur­ 
roundings most charming, as seen through 
the mist and gossamer of mow. 
At the 
station an immense crowd, apparently the 
whole town and neighborhood, had assem­ 
bled. The multitude was held in check by 
the police. Tne Mayor welcomed General 
Grant cordially, and he lett the station 
amid great cheering. 
The great majority of the crowd cheered 
madly and followed General Grant’s car­ 
riage to the hotel. The ships in the har­ 
bor were decorated with flags and stream­ 
ers, and the town was en fete. A remarka­ 
bly cold, driving rain set in at 3 o’clock, 
just as General Grant and bis party drove 
in state to the ancient Town Hall. 
The 
crowd was so dense near the hall that 
progress through it was made with great 
difficulty. At the entrance of the building 
the Mayor and Council, in their robes of 
office, 
received the ex-President amid

donderry. General Grant then signed the 
roll, thus making himself an ulster irish­ 
man. He then made a brief address. Ile 
said that no incident ot his trip was more 
pleasant than accepting citizenship at the 
hands of the representatives of this ancient 
and honored city, with whose history the 
people of America were so familiar.

regretted that his stay in Ireland would De 
so brief. 
The ex-Presidect returned to his botel, 
making a short visit at the house of Con­ 
sul Livermore en route.

We have expressed the opinion that 
Elihu B. Washburne is by far the strong­ 
est man that the Republican party could 
nominate for President in 1380. 
The reasons and circumstances which 
confer upon Mr. Washburne this excep­ 
tional distinction are plain and obvious. 
His part in the political affairs of the coun 
try bas been conspicuous. He w&9 a mem­ 
ber of many successive Congresses, being 
continnally returned for the Galena Dis­ 
trict from the election of 1852 until that of 
1808. The period of his services in the 
Moose of Representatives includes the 
most eventful 
years of 
our recent 
history. First elected as an Anti-Slavery 
Whig, he became a Republican on the for 
matlon of that party, and has siuce remain­ 
ed a member of it. While the measures of 
the Republican party always received his 
support, he was especially noted as the 
advocate of rigorous economy in the public 
expenditures, and the constant and unspar­ 
ing toe of corporations, and especially of 
toe land-grani railroads in their relation to 
Ute Treasury on the one hand, and to the 
people on the other. We do not remember 
a single case in which he did not strenu­ 
ously resist every outlay of the public 
money which he could call unnessary or 
excessive; nor did he ever miss an oppor­ 
tunity of endeavoring to restrict the power 
and curtail the profits of the great corpor­ 
ations to 
which we 
have referred. 
The 
fact 
that 
by 
taking 
this 
coarse he made himself very od ions to 
certain among his fellow-members of the 
House, whose ideas and purposes were of 
a different|character from his, never cooled 
his zeal nor diminished his vigilance. Der* 
ing the whole period he performed the 
part of watch dog—we might rather say of 
the faithful bull-dog—ot the Treasury, 
never appeased by any of the seductions 
and blandishments which were directed 
toward him and never letting go his hold. 
He made himself sincerely hated by a 
great many influential personages at the 
time: but now every experienced politician 
can clearly understand how solidly the 
facts we have recounted would 
re­ 
dound to his credit under the bright and 
expanding lights of a Presidential can­ 
vass. 
From the House of Representatives Mr. 
Washburne was transferred to the office of 
Minister to France, and there favcrable 
fortune 
continued 
to 
attend 
him- 
When the war 
of 
1870 
broke out 
between 
France 
and 
Germany 
and the German Embassy was withdrawn 
from the French Capital, the duty of car­ 
ing for German subjects residing in France 
and unable to get away was confided by 
Count Bismarck to Mr. Washburne. This 
doty he performed in such a manner that, 
while the remained popular among the 
French, he ;gained the friendship of the 
entire German people, so that, among the 
vast number of Germans naturalized and 
voting in this country, his nomination for 
President would excito a degree;of enthu * 
siasm which could not possibly be called 
out by any other candidate. Even the 
most resolute Democrat of German orig­ 
in woald have to make some effort to vote 
against him on election day. 
It is said the Republican machine rn Il­ 
linois is organized against Washburne. But 
by what provision of the Constitution 
does the org&nizationof a political machine 
lo any one State dispose of the Presidency 
of the United States?

The United States Senate alter the 4th 
of next March will consist of forty-two 
Democrats, thirty-three Republicans and 
one (Davis of Illinois) Independent. 
As 
Mr. Davis is likely to vote with the Dem­ 
ocrats on most questions, their majority 
will be practically ten. 
The terms of 
twenty-five Senators will expire on the 
4th cf March, 1831, and the question of 
party advantage in that body will there­ 
fore come up again to be decided at the 
election in 1880 together with the presi­ 
dency. It is interesting to note what the 
probabilities of the contest will be. 
Of the Senators whose terms will expire 
In 1881 eleyenare Republicans, namely, 
Booth, of California, Hamlin, of Maine, 
Dawe8,ot Massachusetts, Christiancy, of 
Michigan, McMillan, of Minnesota. Bruce, 
of Mississippi, Paddock; of N ebraska, Shar­ 
on, of Nevada, Burnside, of Rhode Island, 
Edmond, .of Vermont, and Cameron, of 
Wisconsin. Of these Bruce will certainly 
be succeeded by a Democrat; the California 
Senatorship may be considered somewhat 
doubtful, while in all the other cases the 
clction of Republicans is pretty certain. 
The Democratic Senators whose seats will 
become vacant in 1881 are Elton of Con­ 
necticut, Bayard of Delaware, Jones 
ot 
Florida, McDonald of Indiana, W hyte of 
Maryland, Cockrell of Missouri, Randolph 
of New Jersey, Kernan of 
New York, 
Thurman of Ohio, Wallace of Pennsylva­ 
nia, Bally of Tennersee, Maxey of Texas, 
W ithers of Virginia, and Hereford of West 
Virginia. It the Republicans shall bo as 
successful in 1839 as they have been this 
year they will secure five of these Senator- 
ships, namely, those from Connecticut, 
New Jersey, New York, Ohio and Penn­ 
sylvania. But even if the Republicans 
lose only one Senator (from Mississippi) 
and gain the five above mentioned the 
Democrats will still hive a majority of two 
(including Mr. Davis). 
There 
is small 
probability that the Republicans can gain 
more than five Senators, so that the Dem­ 
ocrats are likely to retain control of rho 
Senate tor at least two years after 1880, 
even if t he the Republicans gain control 
of the House of Representatives.

jority of two, however, which includes one 
Independent, can scarcely be 
called a

A Week of Only Six Days. 
I remember, when I was a boy, that a 
sailor told me that, m making voyages 
round Cape Horn, they had one week 
which had eight days in it. He said there 
woald be an extra day,so that there would 
be two Thursdays or two Saturdays, or 
whatever day was thus doubled. 
A very marvelous statement I thought 
it was, and I was very ready to disbelieve 
It, saying to myself that I knew enough to 
know that it couldn’t be true. 
But I did 
not know cs much as I thought I did ; for 
when, atter a while, I went to sea myself, 
I found a week with only six days in it, 
and I might have fouod one with eight it 
I had gone in the right direction. 
Let me tell you about how this happens. 
The 6un does more for us than simply give 
us light, much more, though that is what 
we think ot first when we think about it. 
For one thing, the sun is our great cleck, 
by which all the clocks in the world are 
regulated. It divides the time into days 
and nights tor us, and if thier great clock 
should stop, there would be no more days 
or nights, and a week would not be seven 
days, but a week, or a month or a year ot 
time would only be one long day or night, 
according to what part of the earth yon 
were on. 
Suppose that, some day when you were 
m school, the 
clock 
in 
the school 
house should stop 
when 
it was just 
about 4 o’clock, aul 
time for school to 
^ be out. If no one 
noticed 
that the 
^ Clock was not going, you would not know, 
for all the clock sail, if the teacher did not 
let you go for an hour, say till 5 o’clock, 
and then you would go home and expect 
to have two hours to play in before supper­ 
time at 6 o’clock, just as usual. And if, 
when you were going home, some one 
should say that sometimes there was a day 
with only one hour between school and 
rupper-time, you might think to yourselt 
that that must be a mistake. For isn’t 
school out at 4 ? And isn’t supper-time 6 ? 
And isn't that two hours ? 
This is like the way I should have 
thought, it I had been told that sometimes 
there were only live days between Sunday 
and Sunday. Bat when yon got home, 
where the clock had been going all the 
time, 
you 
would 
find 
that 
it was nearly 5 o’clock ; and they would 
tell you that you had lost one hour, and 
you would have to reckon according to 
the time at home just as the rest were 
doing. 
Now, suppose that our great clock up in 
the sky should stop some day. I know you 
all know that it is the earth that moves 
and the sun that really stands still; but it 
seems as though the s u d moved, and it is 
simpler to talk about it so. 
Suppose it 
should stop just st noon, ond stand over­ 
head for just an hour, and then go on into 
the west and set as usual. You see we { 
should have gained a whole boor between I 
the sunrise and sunset; and between the! 
midnight before and the midnight after, j 
which is the way we count the days, you j 
know, would be twenty-five hours. 
Now our great clock never stops. 
I am 1 
not going to ask you to believe that: but | 
suppose once more that some day just at 
noon you should start and travel west, and j 
should go just as fast as the 6uu did, you j 
see you would keep the sun right overhead | 
all the time. and it would keep noon just I 
as long as you kept going, 
and, if you 
traveled for one hour and then stopped, 
and the sun went on and set in the west 
ahead of you, sou would have gained an 
hour, just as though the sun had stopped. 
Now, no one could possibly travel 
as 
fast as the sun does; it Uses the lightning 
to do that; but, if you went from the East 
to the West all the day long you might 
really gain a little time. The sun would 
not go down in the west and get out of 
sight quite as soon as if you bad stopped 
in one place and not tried to keep up with 
him st all. 
And it you traveled on, day after day, 
you would go around the earth, and yon 
would gam as much time, taking all the 
days together, as it takes for the earth to 
turn around once—that is, just twenty-tour
